D. OF J. OBSTRUCTS JUSTICE 


NOW WE HAVE more evidence that the Department 
of Justice has become an agency for obstructing and delay- 
ing justice. This is to be seen in its jeffort to evade the 

clear-ont decision of the courts ordering return of shipping 
papers to illegally screened off seamen. 
But we also have some evidence that some judges, too, 
are getting impatient with the Department's obstruction- 
ism. U. §. District Judge Edward P. Murphy at San Fran- 
cisco ordered the Coast Guard to “forthwith” return ship- 
ing papers to some 500 seamen, sonje of whom had not 
con able to follow their chosen trade for as long as 
five years. 

Judge Murphy, after many more w veeks of hearings on 
legal technicalities raised by the government, issued his 
= in accordance with last Octoher’s decision of the 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, holding that the screen- 
ing system as applied. to 800,000 seamen and waterfront 
workers was illegal because it is a “system of secret in- 
formers, whisperers and talebearers, - , 

Since Jast October, while. its attorneys were busy 
with delaying tactics in San Francisco, the Department of 


Justice has cooked up in W ashington a revised “security - 


risk” program, hardly differing irom the outlawed pro- 
cedure, under which it plans to carry on its Gestapo-like 
terror as usual. But this time the tactic was met by Judge 
Murphy. He ruled that the papers quilifying a seaman to 
get a job and work must be returned “forthwith” and if the 
Coast Guard, for any reason wants to charge a seamen with 

anything. it will do so and try him while he is working. The 
trick of hanging a man and trying him afterward won t 
work. 


Attorney General Brownell ins laicis moved “forth- 
with” but with an appeal against Muiphy’ s ruling, expect- 
ing, of course, that a new prolonged round of delays can 
be wangled. What a mockery of |the Department of 
“Justice!” |

Vincent Hartnett—‘Walking Filing Case’ 
Whose Business Is Blacklisting 


(Fourth of a Series) 

Communism is rampant in Acters Equity and AFTRA (Amer- 
ican Federation of Television and Radio Artists) said Vincent 
Ifartnett in his testimony before the House Un-American Com- 
mittee in Washington last week. 

He was testifying in connec- 
tion with the committee's inves- 
tigation of the Fund for the 
Republic's sensational “Report 
on Blacklisting, an investigation 
which Sen. Lehman declared in 
a specch on the Senate foo 
was unwarranted and “raises 
serious constitutional questions 
regarding freedom of the press.”

HARTNETT, who is one of 
the shrewdest of all professional 
blacklisters who prey on actors 
and artists in the entertainment 
world, said “not more than 5 
percent of the Communists in 
show business have been ex- 
posed.” 
He expressed the opinion 
then there are “150 communists 
in the N.Y. local of AFTRA. 
And those who go along with 
them make up a bloc of 400 of the 5,000 AFTRA members in the 
local. There’s a Communist bloc in Actors Equity as well,” he 
added. To which a spokesman for that union retorted: “Over a 
period of 30 years allegations of this kind have been advanced with 


varving degrees ot responsibility.”

HARINETT’S ABILITY to detect a Communist is about 
equal te his understanding of the Bill of Rights. Theres the time 
he appeared on a radio program on Station WINS with Lyle 
Stuart. a free-lance writer. Stuart read the text of a wire sent to 
the Council of American-Soviet Friendship during the war years 
and asked: “Would vou consider the sending of that telegram a 
subversive act?” Hartnett’s immediate reply was: “Of course I 
would.” Stuart then revealed that the man who sent the wire 
was Dwicht David Lisenhower. 

So far as I know the name of the President of the United 
States has ucver been listed in anv of Hartnett’s little black books. 
But he has pilloried and rumed the careers of hundreds of actors, 
writers and directors for similar patriotic writings and activities. 

He once gave the business ;te an actor who had appeared in 
a play pul on at-a mass meeting honoring several Soviet visitors. 
It mattered not te the blacklister that it was held during the very 
early postv.ar pcriod—betore the cold war began, or that their 
tour was under State Dept. sponsorship. 

The actor, a non-political person, was stunned when one day 
he received a letter from Hartnett remindéng hin of his misdeed and 
het if he didn’t reply he could only conclude that “he

YET HARTNETT has the gall te deny before the Un-Amer 
ican Committee that blacklisting is his business. “I am a talent 
consultant.” he says, not a_blacklister. The weekly newsletter 
Counterattack also deserbes itself as “business consultants.” 

Yet that outlit’s business was shady, to say the least, accord- 
ing to Harvey Matusow who once worked for it.

SAYS THE ‘Report on Blacklisting’: “His fees are a medest $5 
for a first report on an artist, $2 for additional checking, Where 
thoroughgoing investigation seems called for, the price may go 
as high as $20.7 And sometimes 10 times higher depending upon 
tne prominence of the artist. Once when a well-known actress wanted 
to avail herscit ef his advice in “countering pro-Communist al- 
legations.” (First the blacklisters circulate the allegations, then 
they set themselves up as experts in countering them.) Hartnett 
informed her that the tee for a complete report would be $200. 
“This would inciude a thorough analysis of Miss X's lettwing con- 
nections in the theatre, as well as listed affiliations with activities 
cited as Communist-front. It would also include photographic 
copies of key exhibits.” :

HARTNETT HAS BEEN more successful with his black 
books than his predecessor in that field, Liz Dilling, author of The 
Red Network, a Who's Who and Handbook ot Radicalism tor 
Patricts which first appeared in the early 30s, made quite a stir 
for a while, then vanished into the limbo of literary curiosities.
